1 . The amendment filed on 5/1 5/09 has been received and fully considered; claims 
1-23 and 24 are presented for examination. Claims 24 and 26-30 canceled.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowablility of the independent claims resides, at least in part, in that closest prior 
art of record Sajedi et al. (US 2003/0023306) does not disclose or suggest, alone or in 
combination, feeding an NC tool machine with said spatial coordinates (Xn, Yn, Zn) of 
points on said at least another shoe shape in the series for the manufacture thereof; 
wherein said calculation formulae link the spatial coordinates (Xn, Yn, Zn) of points on 
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said at least another shoe shape in the series to the spatial coordinates (Xs, Ys, Zs) of 
points on the base shoe shape by a relation of proportionality of predetermined 
coefficients (Cx, Cy, Cz) are functions of an integer (n) denoting the positive or negative 
distance of a given size in the range with respect to the basic size, according to the 
following formulae: Cx=1+f(n); Cy=1+f(n)-f(n.|n|); Cz=1+f(n)-f(n.|n|) where, |n| is the 
absolute value of n, in combination with the other elements and features of the claimed 
invention.
